upon his Legs, or that reels or ſtaggers as he 
goes along rhe Streets, and is heard to faulter 
remarkably in his Speech, unleſs in Caſe of 
ſome known natural Infirmity or Defect, may 

ordinarily be preſumed to be Drunk. Y 
ITI. As to Prophane Swearing and Curfing, | 

it may be adviſable, that they remember - the 

Words of the Oath, or Carſe, that they may be 

able to repeat them if it be tequired. 

IV. As to Permitting of Tipling, which, in 
Stridtneſs of Law, is puniſhable upon any Day, 
it has been rhought adviſable to take Notice 
only of what: is done on the Lord's-Day. 

V. As to the Prophanation of the Lord's- 
Day, by the Exerciſe of any Trade, or ordi- 
nary Calling, to Inform againſt ſuch as they 
ſee Offending by the Weighing, Meaſuring, 
Bargaining for, or Delivery of Goods, or 
— Receruving 
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Recerving Money for them ; as alſo apainſt 
Bakers appearing in the Streets with their 


Baskets, or Barbers with: their Pot, Baſon, 
or Periwig-Box ; Shoemakers, Taylors, Hat- 
ters, or other Tradeſmen, carrying out their 
Work and Ware; and againſt all kind of 
Manual Labour, except in Caſes of Neceflity 
and Mercy. 

VI. As to the Expoſing Goods to Sale on 
the Lord's-Day; it it be by thoſe that live 
in Cellars, not to inform againſt them unleſs 
they are ſeen to fell thar Goods, becauſe 
ſuch Perſons have ſome Pretence for keeping 
open their Cellar Doors, or Windows, for the 
Benefit of the Light, or Air: But if) any 
Wares, Fruits, Sc. be Expoſed without or 
above ſuch Doors or Windows, or in any 
Shops with the Windows open, or upon 


| Stalls, whether belonging to the Perſons 


that own ſuch Goods, or not, and tho' there 
be nothing ſeen to be ſold, theſe are ſufficient 
Grounds of Information. 

VII. Not .to uſe any Artifice to provoke 
or draw in others to the Breach of the Laws, 
in the Inſtances afore-mentioned, or any of 
the like kind, that they may have an Occa- 
ſion to inform againſt rhem. 

VIII. That in all their Applications to 
the Magiſtrates, they behave themſelves to- 
wards them with Deference and Reſpect.

I'V. That, for Order fake, every Member 
in his turn be Chairman, ( unlefs any defire 
to be excuſed ) for Four ſucceſſive days of 
Meeting : That as ſoon as four Members are 
met the Chairman, or in his abſence the 
next in order upon the Lift, ( that ſhall be 
made for that purpoſe ) ſhall take his Place;

That it be part of the Office of the 
Chairman, to take Notice of the Breach of any 
of our Orders, to enquire of every Member how 
he hath diſcharged the Buſineſs -that was 
alotted him at the laſt Meeting, and what 
Difficulties he hath met with, in order to find 
out proper Remedies: To read over the Agree- 
ment of this Society once a Month : To read 
over the minutes of what hath been reſolved
